NEW INSURANCE 


BILL PRESENTED 


To the House by Finance Minister. 


Effort to Strike Acceptable 
Medium.

Ottawa, Dec, 18—In presenting ‘2 
hew insurance bill Hon. Mr, Fielding 


recalled the fact that a commission 


had been appointed a year ago to en- 


quire into the question of insurance 
and had, with their report, submitted 
a draft bill for the revision of the in- 
surance act. The latter was of such 
importance that the government did 
not deem it advisable to proceed with 
it immediately but preferred to lay it 
on the table until another session. 

“In the interim,” said Mr. Fielding, 
‘we have been able to give the subject 
further consideration, and with the as- 
sistance of insurance experts of abil- 
ity and impartiality we have prepared 
a bill. It is necesarily somewhat tech- 
nical and complicated in character, 
but can be understood by careful 
study and with the assistance of in- 
surance experts. I heed not burden 
my remarks with details of the bill, 
but will call attention to its most im- 
eo features. The bill prepared 

y the commisison dealt with life in- 
surance only, while in the bill now 
submitted the whole question oi in- 
surance is dealt with, thongh the am- 
endments chiefly relate to life in- 
surance.” 

To a question by Mr. Borden, Mr. 
Fielding stated that the new bill was 
a consolidation of all acts relating to 
iusurance. 

More Complete Control. 

‘In the investigation by the com- 
mission it was complained that the 
powers of the government through 
the finance minister were not as broad 
ns was desirable, We are enlarging 
those powers, It was held that the 
minister could not withdraw or sus- 
pend licenses of a company except 
under very exceptional circumstances. 
By the new bill the minister may, for 
any violation of the Insurance act, 
withdraw, suspend or refuse to renew 
a license of an insurance company. 
The powers of the superintendent of 
insurance were widened by giving him 
the powers of a deputy minister and 
specially enabling him to vist the of- 
fices of the American companies and 
inspect their business at the head 
office when deemed desirable. He is 
also given the power to make special 
audits and appoint valuators to value 
property of companies when he deems 
it desirable, The trust funds of for- 
eign companies must hereafter be 
placed under a trust of a Canadian 
trust company, and where vacancies 
occur through the death of a present 
trustee, his place must be filled by 
appointment of a trust company, 

Abolish Dividend Policies. 

“‘A question much discussed is that 
of deferred dividends and the com- 
mission proposed to abolish all divi- 
dend policies and dstribute the sur- 
plus annually, We realized that the 
object of the commission was good, 
but think an annual distribution rath- 
er drastic and have provided that the 
surplus shall be distributed once in 
three years. The companies now dir 
viding annually may continue to do 
so. The commission recommended 
that the surplus funds from deferred 
dividends should be treated as liabili- 
ties. To this the companies have ob- 
jected. We propose that these funds 
should be treated as a liability in the 
report of the companies but in case 
of the considerable depreciation of se- 
curities, such ag occurs at the present 
time, it would place the eompanics in 
the position of apparent insolvency to 
charge the company with the whole of 
the depreciation. In the case of de- 
preciation, whieh would involve a loss, 
it i6 proposed that the depreciation 
may be charged against the surplus 
funds and in that way the balance 
will appear as a liability of the com- 
pany. 

“A much discussed question is that 
of expense of new and renewed busi- 
ness. This is one of the difficult 
problems The commission recom- 
mended that the expense of the new 
business be shown separately from the 
old, This is desirable, but we realize 


that the companies may find a diffi- 


culty in making a distinction in the 


»roportion of expense to old and new. 
However, feeling the object is a good 
one, we would have allowed the clause 
recommended by the commission to 


stand.

"We propose that no agreement for 
salary may be made for a period of 
more than tive years.

As a further 
protection against excessive payments, 
we propose that in the case of salaries 
and commissions amounting to more 
than four thousand dollars a year, a 
list of salaries and person to whom 
they are paid must be furnished by 
the companies and published in the 
annual report on insurance 

“Any person receiving over five 
thousand dollars in salary and com- 
mission combined will find his name 
on the insurance report. We think

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DEATH OF THE HON. 
JOSEPH ISRAEL TARTE 


Former Minister of Public Works 
Passes Away at County Residence 
at Boucherville — House ..Pays 
Tribute to His Ability. 


Montreal, Dee. 18—Hon. J. Israel 
Tarte, former Minister of Public 
Works in the Dominion Cabinet, died 
2.50 o'clock this afternoon at -his resi- 
dence at Boucherville. 

The late Mr, Parte was one of the 
most picturesque figures in the mod- 
ern politieal life of Canada, and one 
whose fund of humor and outspoken 
ways won him the regard of many 
men in both politieal parties. 

He was born January 11, 1848, ason 
of Joseph Tarte, a farmer, and miar- 
ried Miss Ayloutre, He was educated 
at the College of L’Assomption. He 
was a member of the Quebec legisla- 
ture from 1877 to 1881. From then 
till 1891 he was Conservative organ- 
izer in Quebee and was elected to the 
Federal House for Montmorency in 
1891. He wag unseated by a petition 
in 1892, but was elected to represent 
L’Islet in 1893, and held his seat till 
1896. It was he who first formulated 
the charges which finally led to the 
impeachment of Thos, MeGreevy and 
Hector Langevin. 

From 1896 to 1902 he held the port- 
folio of Minister of Public Works, be 
ing the first to hold that office unde: 
the Laurier regime. Im 1902 he re- 
signed, and has since been seen only 
in the press gallery of the House of 
Commons as editor of the Le Cultiva- 
teur. He was a staunch Roman Cath- 
olic and was known to be an ardent 
imperial federalist. 

Death Deeply Regretted. 

Ottawa, Dee. 14.—The news of thi 
death of Hon. J. Israel Tarte was re- 
ceived in Ottawa with many expr¢s- 
sions of regret. In the corridors of 
the House of Commons many refer- 
ences to the unexpected event were the 
kindly remarks made in respet to the 
memory of the man who, tor years 
occupied so large a place in the poli- 
tics of the country His former col- 
leagues in the cabinet gave voices of 
expressions of regret, while Mr. R. 1. 
Borden paid a warm tribute to him 
as a man and as a true Canadian, 

Funeral on Saturday. 

Montreal, Dec. 19.—The funeral of 
the Hon. Mr. Tarte will take plac 
from the residence of his eldest son, L 
J. Tarte, Saturday inorning. Requiem 
mass will be sung in the church of 
St. Louis de Prance.

The first board of conciliation in the 
Edmonton district to look into labor 
disputes as provided for by the Le- 
mieux Labor act, is meeting in Kd- 
monton today in the office of the Un 
iversal Coal Co. 

The matters under consideration are 
the requests of the miners of the 
Strathcona Coal Co. for shorter hours 
and better pay and are the outcome 
of a strike of short duration at that 
mine some time ago 

The Arbitrators. 

The arbitrators are F. L. Otter, re- 
presenting the coal mine operators; 
F. H. Sherman, president of the Min- 
ers’ Union of Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia, representing the miners of 
the Strathcona coal mine; and G. 8. 
Montgomery, formerly of the Kdmon- 
ton Coal Co., who was chosen as ehair- 
man by the other two members of the 
beard, 

The miners are asking for a uniform 
eight-hour day and better wages than 
they are at present receiving. The 
company contends thut they now 
have practically an eight hour day 
and that the wages paid them are as 
high as are paid in any other part of 
the province, 

No Danger of Coal Famine. 

Mr. Sherman, who arrived in the 
city last night, and is staying at the 
Queens hotel, in speaking to a Bulle- 
tin representative this morning, said 

“I don't feel that [ can say any- 
thing in regard to the actions of the 
miners or the operators, bat LT can 
assure you there is positively no dang- 
er of a coal famine this coming win- 
ter. The miners at Morinville have 
the same trouble as those in Strath- 
cona and their petitions will be looked 
into after the New Year. 

“At present everything is running 
sincothly in every district and there 
is no chance of a strike of the min- 
ers in the immediate future. I am 
led to believe there is an over abund- 
ance of coal at all the mines in the 
province and the owners are looking 
for orders and cars to supply them 
with.”

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SOCIALISTS DOOMED TO MINES. 


Heavy Punishment Meted Out to 
Former Members of the Duma. 


St. Petersburg, Dee. 14&—Sentence 
was pronounced thig afternoon on the 
| social democratic members of the low- 
ev house. whose arrest was the in- 
direct cause of the dissolution of the 
second dourna. The punishment in- 
flicted was unexpectedly heavy. Eight 
deputies, including Annikin, Annis- 
moff, Dzhapirdze and Prince Tzere- 
eli, are condemned to five years’ labor 
in the mines and subsequent deporta- 
tion to Siberia; nine others, including 
Batasheff, Béielousoff and  Kirtenko, 
are sent to the mines for four years 
and then will be deported. Ten depu- 
ties are sent into perpetual exile in 
Siberia. 

The leader of the military organiza. 
tion, Zapandnidke, and two women, 
Mine, Morozva and Mme, Subbotina, 
shared the heaviest “nce,five veare 
in the mines and deportation, while 
six soldiers who were accused of agi- 
tating among their comrades are given 
four years in the mines and deporta 
tion. 

The deputies who succeeded in prov- 
ing that they were not connected with 
the socialist organization were acquit- 
ted, Among the men condemned are 
three noblemen. Their sentences 
must be approved by the emperor, 

The deputies were accused of form 
ing an organization, the aims of which 
were the overthrow of the existing 
government and the inetitution of a 
republic; the specifications declared 
that they had incited the soldiers to 
mutiny and the populace to insurree- 
tion.

BY $12,741 PER WEEK 


Annual Report of Deputy Minister of 
Labor Presented—17 Strikes Occur- 


red During Year—Fatalities Num- 
bered 1,107, 


Ottawa, Dec. 19—The annual report 
of the deputy minister of labor, W. 
Mackenzie King, was made public’ to 
day and gives an exhaustive and il 
lustrative review of the labor condi- 
tions in Canada during the last year, 
with a resume of the labor legisla. 
tion of the past six years. During 
the calendar year of 1906 reports to 
the department showed that some 17,- 
446 working people in Canada have re- 
ceived wage increases aggregating 
$12,741 per week, with a decrease in 
hours of employment aggregating 7,- 
958. The total number of employers 
involved in trade disputes during the 
year was approximately 26,014,as com- 
pared with 16,329 in 1905. The aggre- 
gate loss of time in workiing days 
was approximately 490,040, as com- 
pared with 284,140 in 1905, 

Strikes Numbered Seventeen, 

There were seventeen strikes and 
lockouts during the year, each involv- 
ing 800 work people or more. Dis 
putes were more numerous in the 
building trades than in any other 
trade, 29 out of the 133 having occur- 
red in the different branches of this 
trade, The next greatest number was 
in the metal trades, in which there 
were 21 disputes, Nearly half of the 
whole number of strikes in the Domin- 
ion in 1906 took place in the Province 
of Ontario, 61 out of 138 strikes hav- 
ing occurred there. Fifty disputes 
ended if favor of the employers and 
41 in favor of the employees, compro 
mises being reported in 2 Scases. 

Fatalities Increase. 

The total number of fatalities 
work people was 1,107, ag compared 
with 931 for the year 1905, an increase 
of nearly 26 per cent. The permanent 
impairment of industrial — efficiency 
totalled 2,750 as against 2,414 for 1905 
The industry entailing the largest 
number of fatalities to employees war 
the railway service, which accountec 
for 252 deaths during the yar. Agri 
culture takes second place with respect 
to the number of fatalities and fishing 
and hunting, lumbering and naviga 
tion, with about equal figures, come 
next. The safest line of industry woulc 
appear to be the printing trade, witl 
no fatalities credited to it for th 
year and but 19 non-fatal accidents

“Let us dismiss from our minds th 
idea that there is any cure possibl 
for financial troubles and panics 
These have their root in hunyin na 
vire and are as certain as the tides o 
the storms, the warm stimulating sun 
shine of summer dollowed by the icy 
frozen winter, and are just as essentia 
for the regulation, clearance and puri 
fication of business as the changes ar 
for the general health of human lite 
No system of currency will enable us 
to escape seasons of depression, fail- 
ures and losses. 

“Prosperity is bound to stretch the 
lines beyond breaking point and dul! 
ness is needed to restor> them and 
just in proportion as the percentage o 
the total of legitimate business grow 
smaller to that of speculation an: 
gambling upon margin financial dis- 
asters will increase in number ane 
severity. Let us therefore dismiss all 
panaceas for panies. Such as we hav 
just «xperienced and which were due 
several years ago, but delayed by a 
unequal succession of good crops 
and strong demands for our crops 
abroad. The point that demands at 
tention is that our banking system is 
unlike that of other countries

Shansi Donscestons, 


Pekin, Dec. 18—The officials of 
Shansi province, wher® the Pekin 
Syndicate has its many concessions, 
have expressed their willingness to buy 
out the syndicate for 2,600,000 taels, 
xplaining at the same time that this 
amount is fifteen times more than the 
syndicate has ever invested in the pro- 
vince. The syndicat» values its con- 
cessions. at 10,000,009 taels and = con- 
tends that it should be compensated 
or the balance. The claim of the 
Pekin Syndicate, a British corpora- 
tion, holding the largest concessions 
China has ever granted, arises from 
the efforts of the Provincial authori- 
ties of Shansi to have these conces- 
ions rescinded. 

The pressure which is being exerted 
ipon the Chines» government by the 
sresence of a British fleet off Kwang 
Sung is beneficial to British interests, 
ind at the same time it is increasing 
he unpopularity of the provincial 
wuthorities of Shansi.

f the Tiger to stave off defeat in that 
ruelling second half, Every man on 
yoth teams was playing the game of his 
ife, But the greatest of them all was 
trown, the Princeton right end, who 
layed for 25 minutes with his collar 
one broken. But his pluck carried him 
n until nature could stand it no longer. 
jven then he did not Jeave the game 
villingly, Later when an examination 
howed that his collarbone had been 
woken, the coaches marvelled at his 
luck though they were men accustomed 
o witnessing almost superhuman feats 
f endurance on the gridiron, 

Elements of Sand.” 
Wonderful as was Brown's exhibition 
f pluck the history of sports contains 
thers equally amazing to the general 
vublic, In the excitement of competi- 
ion the trained athlete seems to — be 
woyed up on a wave of exhilaration 
vhich makes him forget all pain and his 
ierve carries him on until at last nat- 
ire has to give in, In the parlance of 
he sporting world it is called “sand” 
nd no athlete with a ‘yellow streak” 
as much chance of success. 

In 1903, whea Princeton defeated Yale 
t New Haven all the points were scored 
xy John De Witt, who played — all 
hrough the season with a broken hand 
nd a strained wrist.

Water-on-theknee, considered by the 
aedical profession as an especially dan- 
erous injury, has not prevented a score 
f players from fighting like demons on 
he chalkmarked field, There have been 
. number of great stars who played be- 
ore their broken ribs had knitted and 
dud not think they were doing anything 
veroic. To play with a broken nose at- 
racts little attention. 

In the football field it is simply the 
jure love of victory that leads athletes 
n, In the prizefighting ring there is 
till the love of victory, with the added 
arse that goes to the winner, and often- 
imes a championship. 

Corbett and Fitz. 

More than a dozen years ago two of 
he greatest ring chiefs, Robert Fitasim- 
ions and James J, Corbett, met in the 
oped arena at Carson City, Nevada, for 
he championship of the world.

3y and by nature was ready to quit but 
et Fitzsimmons, The Australian fal- 
ered and seemed about to drop, Corbett 
yelieving that he had the fight won, 
crew reckless, “Lanky Bob” rallied his 
trength in an instant, Corbett dropped 
tis guard for a fra&iion of a second, It 
vas just long enough to eud his career 
sad produce a new champion, For Fitz- 
immons sent home the blow that 
wrought his victory, 

Gans and Nelson. 

Joseph Gans, a negro, aad Battling 
Nelson, an American Swede, wero Op- 
ponents in the prize ring at Goldfield, 
1 year ago. Both men weighed about 
i338 pounds. ‘The negro is a master of his 
raft, the white man a bull-dog fighter, 
‘hat is one that depends on brute 
strength, Nelson was the younger and 
the winner of many fights, Gans had a 
record equally as brilliant, The negro 
trusted to seience, the white man to 
strength. It was a terrific fight, and 
wont for over forty rounds, The negro 
wen ond the white man has never been 
as good since, Before his battle it was 
chough that the white man could not 
be hurt. The loser had great “sand.” 
No one knows the vital parts of the 
human body better than the expert 
pugilist, Gans is an expert. M was a 
brutal contest, For more than twenty 
rounds the negro was the white man’s 
master, and he toyed with his opponent 
like a cet with a mouse, But the white 
man toiled on until nature gave way. 
There was no doubt about it being a con- 
test of human brutes, but it was also a 
wonderful exhibition gf “sand.”

Professional baseball players are noted 
for their grit. Injuries which would 
keep an drdinary man at home are pass- 
ed over, with hardly any attention. 
Chere are several striking illustrations 
on the New York National team in the 
last season.

While om one of their western trips 
Bresnahan was hit on the forehead by 
a pitehed ball and knocked unconscious.

inman up in the Michigan woods, He has 
the strength of an ox and his muscles 
are as tough as pine knots. Years of ex- 
posure to all kinds 0 «.acher have be- 
gun to tell on him and last season he suf- 
tered severely from rheumatism, But 
when the load fell on his shoulders he 
did not complain and plead that he was 
in no condition to play, although it was 
the truth, Every day for four long 
weeks he was in his place behind the 
bat, playing like a fiend. After the 
games he would go to the clubhouse 
almost exhausted, not from the exercise 
but from the pain of the rheumatism 
in his back and arms. [lis was the kind 
of nerve that wins games, 
Rowing. 

There is no greater test of a man’s 
netve than in a long four-mile intercol- 
legiate boat race. When the oarsman 
takes his place in the shell for the big 
race he looks back on months of the 
hardest kind of training. Weeks and 
weeks of work have been gone through 
and then comes the final effort, AN his 
prelimifary work is directed toward 
about twenty-two minutes actual com- 
petition, Finally a pistol shot — rings 
out and the boats are off om their Jong 
race to glory. Eight sweeps flush 
through the water and eigh: bared backs 
swing in perfect rhythm, Paster than a 
man can walk the light shell cuts 
through the water, The coxswain 
shouts his orders through the megaphone 
stiapped to his ivuth, and the sharp 
“stroke, stroke, stroke,” comes rolling 
across the river to the crowds on the ob- 
servation train, At the end of the first 
mile the men are just getting into their 
stroke the boat still riding on an even 
keel, and no signs of splashing. In they 
go, Half the joutney is over as they 
flash by the two-mile mark, The strohk: 
has now dropped several points and the 
men are putting nore power into every 
heave, 

Between the two and three mile marks 
the oarsmen begin to grow weary; blood 
rushes to their heads and they are near- 
ly blinded by the swoat pouring down 
their faces. At the three mile mark the 
light oars seem to weagh a ton and they 
cling to the water as if it were molasses. 
But the men show no signs of quitting. 
The last mile means five minutes — of 
agony. The coxswains’ shouts become 
faster and faster, The stroke increases, 
Now comes the supreme test of grip and 
nerve, Slowly but surely the bow of the 
boat creeps forward and the crowds 
grow wild with excitement. The men are 
splashing and the shell rocks, indica- 
tions that nature is fast yielding to ox- 
haustion, One hundred yards from the 
finish the stroke jumps up to forty-five 
to the minute, and finally the shell 
flashes over the line, Hearts are nearly 
bursting and it is almost impossible to 
breathe, but what is the need of breath- 
ing when you haye won? : 

In almost evergé sport except rowing 
individuality. an inportanc. part, 
When a football flayer is hurt he can 
take timé out, a baseball player can 
quit, a runner can stop, but the oars- 
man must work on or he becomes a dead 
weight and avhandicap to the erew. 

Running. 

The.istory of running contains some 
interesting examples of grit. At the in- 
tercollegiate cross-country run at Prince- 
ton this year, Whitely, the best Pxrince- 
ton runner, entered. the hard race be- 
fore he hati recovered from an operation, 
He was in no condition to race, but 
his college needed his services, W hitely 
ran a great race and finished well up 
among the leaders. Last summer at the 


metropolitan championships, there was \ 


a three-mile race on the programme. Af- 
ter the contestants had gone about two 
miles one of the runners lost-a shoe. 
The fine cinders on the course cut his 
bare foot until the blood ran. But he 
kept on ard won the race, The crowd 
showed its appreciation of his gameness 
in no uncertain way,
